– The Governmcnt of India have ( arefully 
considered the part played by tourism in promoting inter 
national goodwill, cultuial and social integration of the 
people living in different parts of the country , earning of 
foreign exchange and the general development of the country 
as a wholc Its promotion involves action in a number of 
directions by the various Ministries /Departments of the Cen . 
tral Government, State Governments and non official organi 
saliony icpresenting the travel trade and cultural and social 
interests " Prominent persons from the public can also play 
a useful role by rendering advice based on their experience 
and personal knowledge With view to achieve effective 
co - ordination and cooperation of all the interests, official and 
non official, in the promotion of tourism , the Government of 
India have decided to set up a Tourist Developnient Council. 


I Functions of the Council - The main function of the 
Council will be to iccommend meayurcs necessary for the pro 
motion of tourist traffic to India from othe countries and 
from one part of the country to the other While the recom 
mendations of the Council will gencrally be in respect of 
matters concerning the country as a whole, it will not be de 
barred from making recommendations in respect of measures 
fot thc Jevclopment of tourist traffic to a particular place In 
such cases however , it shall take into account the views of the 
Tourist Advisory Committce of the State or the Region in 
which the place is located

TOURIST DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL 

Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business 
I Mfeelings - (1) The Council will meet at least once a year 
al a place and on a date to be appointed by the Chairman 

(11) Additional moetings may be convened by the Chair 
man at any time or place 

(ui) Not less than two months notice shall be given by 
the Secretary of every annual meeting As long a notice ay 
1114y be possiblc shall be given of additional meetings 

II Agenda - (1) The agenda for a mceting shall contain 
such matters as the Chairman may direct 

(11) A member wishing to have any matter discussed at the 
annual meeting may intimate the fact to the Secretary at any 
time However, it should not be later than one month after 
the date of the meeting has been intimated The inclusion 
of such a matter in the Agenda and the precise form in which 
it is to be expressed shall be at the discretion of the Chairman 

(III) The agenda for all annual meetings together with all 
relevant memoranda and other papers shall be despatched by 
llie Secretary so as to reach the members not less than 15 days 
before thc meeting 

(1v ) Nothing in this rule shall prevent the Council from 
deciding to discuss any matter of which notice , as above pro 
vided , has not been given 

III Voling - (1) The decisions of the Council shall, as far 
as possible, be unanimous In case this is not found possible , 
che decision shall be reached by a simple majority of the votes 
cast and in the event of votes being equally divided , the Chair 
man will have an additional or casting vote, 

( 11 ) The Chairman shall have onc vote and the remaining 
members of the Central Government taken together shall have 
20 votes , each State Government two votes, representatives 
of Himachal Pradesh and Delhi shall cach have one votc . 

Representatives of the LAC , AII, and Travel and Tourist 
Industry s Council shall each have two vote . The remaining 
members shall have one yote cach 

IV . Powers of the Chairman - The Chairman shall have all 
necessary powers to supplement these rules and to give rulings 
for the orderly and prompt despatch of the business of the 
Council 

V The proceedings of the Council shall not be open to 
the public 

VI Minutes. - Thc minutes or procecdings of each meeting 
shall be prepared as soon as possible by the Secretary and 
shall be authenticated by thc Chairman Copics shall be fur 
Dished to all members The Council thall decide at cach 
mcetlag whether copies of the minutes or proceedings should 
be made available to the public or their drculation amongst 
non ofhcials restricted only to members .
